Assurance from Mr. Fihelly that 
the census bureau did not intend to 
issue any further reports or bulletins 
touching on the Atlanta population 
controversy until after the first of the 
year prompted Justice Hitz to dispose 
of the temporary writ as he did. The 
justice stated that under the circum- 
stances no irreparable injury would 
be done Atlanta or its citizens by per- 
mitting the matter to go forward in 
the regular manner and await deci- 
sion on the application for a perma- 
nent injunction. 

The action of the court today, there- 
fore, carries no special significance 
and the city’s case remains unpreju- 
| diced, 

In his argument today Mr. Titus 
emphasized the statement of Justice 
Frederick L. Siddons, of the same tri- 
bunal, who denied the initial writ of 
mandamus sought, that the city may 
have misconceiveg its remedy at law. 
The clear inference, he said, was that 
an injunction was the proper course 
to pursue. He also called. attention 
to the ruling of Justice Siddons that 
the census director had no authority 
to go beyond the act of the Georgia 
legislature in approving the Greater 
Atlanta charter. 

Altogether the hearings were more 
brief than had been expected, Assist- 
ant District Attorney Fihelly con- 
tenting himself with the principal ob- 
jection that a temporary injunction 
writ was unnecessary because of the 
absence of plans to publish further 
immediate reports.

Several of the “enemies” have been 
arrested, and two slain, since Issuance 
of the warrants, but Capone has 
dodged - arrest.

ALL EYES TURN 
TO 7 KEY STATES 


There are seven’ states which 
politicians will watch closely to 
see just how much of the gains 
made in 1928 can be held or what 
of the losses retrieved. 

Those states are Alabama, North 
‘Carolina, Oklahoma, Tennessee, 
Texas, Virigina and Massachu- 
setts. 

The republicans, breaking into 
the solid south for the first time 
since reconstruction days, carried 
North Carolina by 65.000, Tennes- 
see by 28,000, Texas by 18,000 and 
Virgina by 24,000 in 1928.  Thev 
also elected scattering congress- 
men, carried by the Hoover senti- 
ment, in those strong democratic 
states, 

Oklahona, for the second time 
since statehood, went republican 
in 1928 by 175,000. | 

Alabama. where the republican 
strength previously was almost 
negligible, barely squeezed out a 
7,000 majority for Smith.

If the consensus of impartial politi- 
cal observers can be accepted as a 
guide, the democrats tomorrow. are 
slated to win actual control of the 
lower house and have an excellent 
chance to capture the senate as well. 

Republican leaders, realizing that 
the prestige of the Hoover administra- 
tion is at stake, profess to believe that 
the country will retain the present 
majority party in power. Even at 
that. however, their claims of victory 
are far short of the usual professions 
of confidence which have characterized 
such documents in the past. 


The truth of it is that their leaders 


admit privately that the G. O. P. is 
in for a sound trouncing and the most 
they hope for is to retain control of 
the house by a small margin, while 
most of them would be surprised at 
this. 

In order to win the house the dem- 
ocrats must unseat at least 53 repub- } 
licans, a task that is not so easy 
to accomplish. In the senate a ma- 
jority of 15 must be overturned. But 
the democrats hope to achieve this in 
such states as Massachusetts, Illi- 
nois, Ohio, Indiana, Vennsylvania, 
Kentucky and West Virginia, to men- 
tion only the principal commonwealths 
where a revolt against the party in 
power is declared to be in progress. 

In each of these states named, witb 
the exception of Indiana and Pennsy!l- 
vania, democrats have reasons to feel 
they will elect a United States sen- 
ator. They hope to pick up other 
seats in Delaware, Rhode Island, Ok- 
lahoma, Colorado, South Dakota and 
perhaps Oregon and Wyoming. But 
in all of them they are certain to 
register substantial house gains. It 
merely remains to see how the gains 
compare with the necessary 53. 

Chairman Jouett Shouse, of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the democratic 
national committee, was one of twe 
last-minute speakers put forward by 
the party tonight. In a speech broad. 
cast over a national network of sta- 
tions he made the unqualified predic- 
tion that the democrats will carry the 
house. The prediction was reiterated 
by the second party speaker, Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson, of Arkansas, 
vice presidential nominee in 1928. 

On the republican side the final 
blast was left to James Francis 
Burke, general counsel of the repub- 
lican national committee, who spoke 
over a national hookup of stations 
from Pittsburgh. 

The contest has revolved around the 
tariff more than any other question, 
but closely linked with it, of course, 
has-been the national depression and 
what is generally charged to be the 
failure of the Hoover administration.

Is Not in Politics—Gives 
Details of Protest. 


J. Mallory Hunt, attorney, who 
handled the effort of three defeated 
candidates in the March 19 primary 


for Fulton county commission. to file 


a contest, Monday directed a com- | 


munication to The Constitution stat- 
ing that Albert Howell, chairman of 
the Fulton county democratic execu- 
tive committee, who Sunday released 
n defense of the committee and a 
history of the case, had left a wrong 
impression, 

At the same time, Mr. Hunt declar- 
ed he is a democrat, but “not in 
politics,’ declaring that bis investiga- 
tion under the law left the contestaats 
without recourse because of a 10-day 
contest limit. 

Kxcerpts from the statement follow: 

“To The Editor of The Atlanta 
(‘onstitution. 

“Pear Sir: 

“I notice in your Sunday issue of 
Th: Atlanta Constitution, Nov. 2, 
1930, an article headed or entitled, 
“Howell Defends Primary, Urges 
Support of Party.” 

“In this article Mr. Howell makes 
reference to my employment by the 
defeated candidates for county com- 
missioners in the recent primary. Mr. 


Howell does not correctly state what | 


transpired relative to the matter, and 
1 «desire hereby to 
erroneous impressions that may have 
heen made concerning my _ relation 
therewith. 

“f was employed by the candidates 
that were not declared nominees, to 
file a contest of the election, This 
employment was on the fifty-seventh 
day atter the primary election. My 
clients thought that they had sixty 
days in which to file the contest, as 
the code of Georgia provides that in 
regular State elections, the defeated 
candidate should have siaty days in 
which to file the contest. This law 
was koown by me as well as Mr. 
Howell. The primary election act of 
1922 as found in Park's Code provides 
that contests of primary election 
may be had under such rules and 
regulations as the executive com- 
mittee may adopt. I did not know 
what rules the Fulton County Execu- 
tive Committee had adopted, if any, 
and informed my clients that I would 
nake an investigation and ascertain 
the rules governing contests in 
primary elections as adopted by the 
Fulton County Executive Committee.

“Realizing that I had but three 
days in which to make this investi- 
gation, [ filed my petition for contest, 
if the 60-day law was applicable, and 
prepared a petition addressed to the 
executive committee, of which Mr.

Last year Signor Guglielmo Ferrero, 
the celebrated historian, made gy 
ow 


M. Funck-Brentano, who does the 
same for Lucrece Borgia. From what 
this learned gentleman has to say, it 
seems that Lucrezia’s accusers, who 
have made the world believe that she 
was “an incarnation of infernal and 
diabolic crime,” made a grave: mis- 
take. The very contrary seems true, 
M. Brentano maintains. She was a 
wise, clever, good-natured lady, an 
ideal housewife and a model mother. 

One by one the historian examines 
the scandalous incidents with which 
Lucrezia has been connected by former 
chroniclers. He finds that they all 
rest upon pure fiction and probably 
upon the evil intentions of some en- 
emy, who had made it his business to 
blacken the reputation of the Borgia 
lady. Whoever he was, that blackerer 
certainly succeeded in what he set out 
to do. He invented grandiose orgies 
at the Vatican palace and made Lu- 
crezia the centerpiece of those bach- 
hanalia, M. Bientha asserts. Several 
of the scenes with which the world 
has become familiar, mainly through 
the elaborate embroideries added later 
by generations of spicy romancers, 
were absolutely imaginary. lLucrezia 
was a lady of great reserve. She was 
a clever diplomat, to whom her father 
left the running cf the secular busi- 
ness in Rome when he marched away 
at the head of an army. 

It doesn’t matter much now what 
Lucrezia did, whether she was a good 
or bad woman. The painstaking work 
of M. Brentano to rehabilitate her 
memory won’t affect general opinion 
a great deal at this stage of the game. 
The world will go on believing that 
the Borgias, father and children, were 
a picturesque pack of rogues whose 
performances have served modern 
writers to compose some fine creative 
evocations of the past, and who in 
that way have helped to make pleas- 
ant the fireside hours of millions, 
which is no mean mont.

Jazz. 


There is little doubt that jazz, in so 
far as France is concerned, seems to 
have run its hectic course or, to be 
more exact, is busy to conform itself 
to the taste of measure and discretion 
of which the French make a law in 
all artistic matters. “The French ac- 
knowledge the debt they owe to jazz, 
& musical and social debt. But they 
realize also that from an interesting 
innovation it was gradually carried 
to excess.

The Anglo- 
American type of operetta is no long- 
er a la mode in Paris. In this domain 
also, it is to be feared, the error of 
exaggeration was made.

The Problem Is Unfolding. 


Recently Dr. Herbert E. Ives, of 
the Bell Telephone laboratories, in a 
lecture before the Optical Society of 
America, showed a process for pro- 
jecting pictures in third-dimension re- 
lief. 

He built a screen of celluloid or 
glass rods by which light is reflected 
back only in the direction from which 
it comes, so that pictures made orig- 
inilly from a series of different points 
of view and projeci.d from a battery 
of projectors, standing side by side, 
produce the illusion of an actual 
scene, 

That is, the on-looker. sees a sepa- 
rate view with each eye—his eyes act- 
ing like the lenses of a sterescope— 
and that makes the picture stand out 
in full relief. But the cost of that 
process, the doctor admits, is as yet 
prohibitive for commercial purposes.

The provisional president, short, 
thick-set man, stood in front of a table 
behind which was posted the group 
of army and navy officers who have 
ruled Brazil since President Washing- 
ton Luis was forced out of office Oc- 
tober 24. 

General Tasso Fragoso, head of the 
military group, with a few words 
turned over the provisional govern- 
ment to Vargas. Replying with a 
short speech, the president asked the 
junta members as officers of the army 
and navy to continue aiding in mak- 
ing the provisional government a suc- 
cess. Then he named the cabinet. 

The entire ceremony did not take 
more than 15 minutes, after which 
the new president reviewed a regiment. 
of the presidential guard drawn up 
in the square in front of the palace. 

Dr. Julio Prestes, declared  presi- 
dent-elect in the March elections, nor- 
mally would have succeeded Washing- 
ton Luis November 15 but the revo- 
lution changed that and he now is a 
refugee in the British consulate-gen- 
eral at Sao Paulo.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(4)-- 
Both a numerical and a proportional 
decline in deaths from alcohol were 
said today by the census bureau to 
have occurred in the United States 
during 1929 as compared with 1928. 

The total number of deaths from al- 
ecoholism in 1929 was given at 4,339. 
or a death rate from that cause of 
3. per 100.000 of population, while 
in 1928 the total was 4,627 or a 
rate of, 4.1. 

The figures apply only to that por- 
tion of the continental area which of- 
ficially registers births and deaths. 
This registration area now comprises 
46 states. 9 cities in non-registration 
states and the District of Columbia. 
in which it is estmated that 95 per 
cent of the total population of the 
country reside.

TO REPRIMAND BEAR.

This 
man has not been a member of the 
institution very long and it is felt 
in the Street that the affair is unfor- 
tunate. The Street has in recent 
months been flooded with unfavorable 
reports but they have originated out- 
side of the membership of the exchange 
so that the exchange has not been in 
a position to take any action. 


REDUCED BOND DEMAND. 


Simultaneous with the falling off 
in the demand for stocks, there has 
been a material shrinkage in the de- 
mand for bonds. Some of the recent 
issues have not gone very well, part 
of the offerings remaining on _ the 
Shelves of the institutions and houses 
which offered them. Because of this 
a number of new offerings are being 
held in abeyance, pending improve- 
ment im the demand. Among these is- 
sues being held up is a reported of- 
fering of $100,000.000 of Pennsylva- 
nia Power & Light securities.

Closing quotations on wheat were 
nervous, 1 1-4 and 1 7-8: a bushel 
lower than Saturday's finish. Corn 
closed heavy 7-8 and 1 3-8e down, 
oats 3-4 and 1 1-2c off. and provisions 
unchanged to a rise of 22c.. 

Primary arrivals, both of domestic 
wheat and of corn were shown to 
have increased rapidly in the last few 
days. The total for wheat today was 
1,858,000 bushels avainst 1,291,000 
bushels a year ago. furthermore. Ar- 
gentine reports told of colder weath- 
er, unfavorable for development of 
rust. Meanwhile, private crop esti- 
mates issued here indicated that the 
acreage of winter wheat seeded this 
fall in the United States would -sha-v 
less of a decrease than expected, the 
aggregate being 41,611.000 acres, com- 
pared with 43,690,000 acres seeded 
last fall. 

_ Contributing likewise to bearish se1- 
timent concerning wheat. as well as 
corn and other cereals, was the fact 
that monthly unofficial crop estimates 
of 1930 corn production proved to be 
larger than expected. The average 
of the estimates was 2,040:000,000 
bushels a month ago. Farm reserves 
of corn were figured at 80,000,000 
bushels, an amount 3,000,000 bushels 
more than last year. 

All grain finished at practically the 
day’s bottom prices, with corn trad- 
ers noting receipts of cars of 
corn in Chicago against only 118 cars 
a year ago. Oats and-rve suffered 
from general selling to liquidate hold- 
ings of future deliveries. 

Provisions were firmer on account 
of upturns in hog values and owing 


to a decrease of Chicago warehouse

The planted acréage of edrly Irish 
potatoes in 12 large producing states 
for 1931 was estimated today by the 
department of agriculture from re- 
ports on intentions to plant at nearly 
11 per cent ‘larger than .the 1930 
acreage.
